Calgary, June 22.—From haif-past 
two until nearly six o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, R. B, Bennett and F. C. 
Lent argued concerning the renewal 
of the injunction which was granted 
by Justice Stuart against the C.N. 
Raitway on June 6, restraining them 
from constructing their railway over 
some forty miles of C.P.R, land, 

‘As the case developed, it was clear~- 
ly seen that the real issue was neither 
as great as it had been made out to 
be, nor was there any animus in the 
minds of the C.P.R. against the in- 
coming railway. 

F. C. Lent, counsel for the C.N.R., 
admitted that his clients were trespas- 
sers, 

“You are .bald-faced trespassers,” 
said Mr. Bennett, “and now you come 
here and ask that the statute shall be 
over-ruled and set aside for your bene- 
fit.” 

“IT admit that we are trespassers,’ 
said Mr. Lent, “but I am ready to give 
any undertaking, to go any length, for 
these are my instructions, in order 
that the company may be allowed to 
proceed with the work.” 

“It seems to me,” said the 
“that the only question is whether 1 
shall hold up these people for ten 
days, or whether I shall let them go 
on now.”’ 

“Precisely,” admitted Mr. Bennett, 
“leaving out the question of the juris- 
diction of this court in the matter of 
the irrigated lands.” 

But, before setting down the gist »f 
the four hours’ rapid conversation, it 
may be well to tell simply and con- 
cisely what was done by the parties tu 
it. 

At some day previous to June 6th, 
the C.N.R., in the course of the con- 
struction of their railroad from Stet- 
tler to Calgary, found that it would be 
necessary to build their line across a 
portion of the C.P.R. irrigated lan:'ts 
for a distance of 40 miles. There are 
legal methods by which any railroad 
in this country, or in any country. can 
obtain permission to cross ther 
people's land. But when ‘he ©.N RK. 
desired to cross the land of the ©.E.It, 
and to cut into the canals ‘f the sane 
company, they ignored the legal me- 
thods for the moment. They simply 
went straight on with tneir work as 
if they had been operating on their 
own land. While this was progress- 
ing they sent representatives to see 
Mr. Dennis, the president of the C.P. 
Irrigation Company, in order to get 
from him certain information with re- 
ference to the C.P.R. lands, which 
would enable them to take the legal 
steps some time, when they thought 
fit. 

Mr. Dennis refused the information, 
according to the affidavits of the C. 
N. R. officials. He told them that 
they had not gone about this thing in 
the proper manner, and that the C. 
P. R. should regard them as trespass- 
ers, which they were, until they did 
what it was necessary for them to 
do under the statute. 

The injunction was issued. 

Then the C. N. R. got busy. They 
hurried before the railway commission 
at Ottawa on June 15 and got their 
route sanctioned by that body which 
they should have done before. 

Then on June 20th they filed plans 
‘of their proposed route with the C. 
P. R., showing what they proposed to 
do, and precisely where they proposed 
to go, which they should have done 
before they entered the C, P. R. land, 
Then they talked about giving notice 
of treaty, which means that they in- 
timated to the C. P. R. that they were 
prepared to submit to arbitration, if 
necessary, and commenced to discuss 
the nmount of compensation which 
they might have to pay. Both of 
which things they should have done 
before. And, if they had done all 
these things they would have proceed- 
ed in a legal manner and there would 
have been no injunction issued and 
all would have been well within ten 
days of the time when they filed the 
plans, and within ten days of the date 
whereon they gave the notice to the 


judge,

There would have been no trouble. 
A daily sum of riearly $4,000 would 
not have been lost, and five hundred 
men and 80 teams would not have 
been held up. 

It will be seen that there is noth- 


ing in all this, which even remotely

a word, The C. P. R. has not the 
power to bar any railway company 
from crossing thelr land ff the plans 
of that company have been approved 
by the railway commission.

which wants to come in can expropri- 
ate the lands at a reasonable valua- 
tion and go ahead in the proper man- 
ner. 


SPRING WHEAT IN DAKOTAS. 
Crop Said to Have Deteriorated 15 
Per Cent, in a Week. 


Chicago, June 22.—Private reports 
of weather conditions as affecting the 
spring Wheat country in the Dakotas 
and Minnesota hinted at sensational 
development today. A report by one 
of the best known experts says that 
the crop has deteriorated 15 per cent. 
in North Dakets during the last week. 

Should another week elapse without 
general rains in that section, it is 
said the damage would be so severe 
as to verge on the sensational. The 
official weather forecdst today promis- 
ed cloudy or local spring showers in 
the spring wheat country, but it is 
said taat the materialization of this 
prediction could do little to help the 
crop. Soaking rains are a necessity. 


BRITAIN NOT TO FORCE - 
MILITARY INSPECTION 


Government Will Only Send Inspecting 
Officer to Self-Governing Domi- 
nions at Their Request—Hudson’s 
Bay Company Makes Dividends 
Solely Out of Lands.

London, June 21,—The King and 
Queen received Earl Grey and General 
Sir lan Hamilton on the latter's ap- 
pointment to the Inspector-General- 
ship of the Mediterranean and Over- 
seas Forces. General French is now 
| Inspector-General of the home forcs. 

In the House of Commons Col. 
Seeley stated in respect to Canada’s 
commerciaT treaties, that they were 
made with the full knowledge and 
consent of the Colonial Office. He gaid 
the same course will be adopted in 
respect to the other self-governing 
dominions. 

In the House of Lords, Baron Lu- 
eas stated that the overseas Domi- 
nions would be asked at the next Im- 
perial Conference whethey they ap- 
proved of the idea of their forces be- 
ing inspected by the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Mediterranean. 

Earl Crewe emphasized that there 
was no question of this country send- 
ing an officer, however eminent, to 
inspect the self-governing dominions’ 
forces, except at the request of the 
respective governments. The impres- 
sion at the last Imperial Conference 
was that there was a real desire, as 
far as possible, to obtain an uniform- 
ity in the equipment and the character 
of the forces throughout the different 
| parts of the Empire, and the Colonies 
would welcome such an inspection as 
j}suggested. It need not necessarily be 
a periodical inspection. 

The annual report of the Hudson's 
Bay Company shows a trading profit of 
166,156 pounds, the amount at the 
credit of the lands department being 
240,045 pounds. Dividends have al- 
ready been announced. Carried for- 
ward, 111,921 pounds. Farm 
averaged $12.43 per acre as compared 
with $11.34 the previous year, 

Sir Chrisiopher Furness, Liberal, 
who was unseated since the general 
elections on account of the corruption 
of agents, was returned against by a 
yote of 6,179 over W. G. Gritten, Un- 
jionist, who polled 5,998. At the gen- 
eral election, Furness, who sat for the 
division since 1891, with the exception 


of five years, had a majority of 777. 


HONORS FOR GEN, HAMILTON, 


Succeeds Kitchener as Inspector Gen- 
eral in Mediterrancan. 

London, June 22—General Sir Ian 
Hamilton, adjutant to the forces, has 
been appointed to the post of inspec- 
tor general of the Mediterranean forc- 
es to succeed Field Marshal Lord Kit- 
chener, resigned. General Hamilton 
is the second military member of the 
army council. He was chief of staff 
to Lord EKjitchener in 1909-10 in South 
Africa, and was one of the defenders 


of Ladysmith in the Boer war. He 
served as military representative of 
india with the Japanese army in 
Manchuria, 1904-05.

GREAT INCREASE 
IN IMMIGRATION 


More Have Come To Canada Al- 
ready This Year Than In All 
Of Last Year 


Montreal, June 22.—It is figured 
by the railway officials that the im- 
migration into Canada’ this season, 
since January ist, from Burope is al- 
most 112,000 people, which is consid- 
erably more than for the whole of last 
year and much more than twice as 
much as for the same period last year. 

The most surprising thing is the 
continued activity. In past years the 
rush of immigrants always dropped 
off towards June, but this season 
every boat keeps coming out loaded 
to its capacity with settlers, This is 
shown by the fact that the Canadian 
Pacific has so far during June hand- 
led 12,486 settlers, as compared with 
about 8,000 for the whole of June last 
year, while the total immigration 
during the first three weeks of this 
month was almost 23,000, and there 
are now some 6,000 people on the At- 
lantic due to arrive here at the end 
of the week, 

The present year will easily break 
all records for immigration, almost 
doubling previous figures, 


DEAN MAKES SENSATION. 


Pays a High Tribute to the New 
Monarch, 


London, June 21.—The Dean OF 
Norwich made a remarkable address 
in a chureh near Norwich yesterday, 
in which he referred to King George 
“as a man to my personal knowledge 
of intense self sacrifice and of a high 
character.” 

He then mentioned “two accusations 
brought, as I think, by that part of 
society which is not society at all.’ 

Does Not Get Drunk, 

He went on: ‘Firstly, that the King 

is sometimes accused of insobriety. 


You may take me on undoubted au- 
thority that that is a libel. So far 
as his close friends have noticed, he 


has never been intemperate through- 
out his life. On the contrary, he is a 
man who even from the point of view 
ot health, has to be abstemious. He 
does not desire to be anything else. 

“The other accusation is still more 
unworthy, viz.: that prior to his mar- 
riage to the present Queen, he had 
what is called a secret morganatic 
marriage, with children by it. That 
is absolutely untrue, root and branch. 
The King is a man who, with a wifd 
of like disposition as himself, has 
been wont during his leisure to sit in 
his garden with his young children 
around him just the same as any of 
us might,” 


FOUND DEAD AT THE 
GOVERNMENT OFFICES 


Messenger Bradley Found the Night 
Watchman, John Lambert, Lying 
Dead on the Floor of the General 
Office of the Department of Agri- 
culture, 


When Frank Bradley, messenger at 
the Government buildings, reached the 
general office of the agricultural de- 
partment about seven o'clock this 
morning he was shocked to find the 
dead body of the night watchman, 
John Lambert, aged 40, lying on his 
back on the floor. The body was in 
the main entrance to the agricultura! 
department, a short distance inside 
the door. 

A hurried examination was made of 
the body by the messenger, but no 
evidences of foul play were discover- 
ed, The case was at once reported 
to the city police and the coroner, Dr. 
Torin, who made an examination, and 
arranged for an inquest to be held at 
2 o'clock this afternoon. 

Death was apparently due to heart 
failure and judging by the appearance 
of the body the deceased had peace- 
fully passed away some hours before 
the body was found. 

On a table nearby were some can- 
ned sardines and cold tea which Lam- 
bert had been eating for his lunch. 
He had apparently been taken ill while 
eating and had laid down on the floor 
to rest. The sardines and cold tea 
were handed over to the provincial 
bacteriologist, Dr. Revell, to be held 
for analysis in case any suspicion of 
poisoning should artse. 

The wife of the deceased died sev- 
eral months ago and since then he has 
at times been in a morose and mel- 


ancholy mood, Recently, however, 
much of this feeling had passed 
away. 


The remains were removed to the 
undertaking rooms of Connelly & Me- 
Kinley, where the inquest is being 
held,

NO WHEAT DUTY — 
_ SAYS BONAR LAW 


Unionist Member Attempts To Ex- 
plain Free Entry Of Wheat 
Under Tariff Reform 


London ,une 22.—An important pro- 
nouncement of the Untonist party, 
signed by Bonar Law, is in circulation 
among the Unionists. It seeks to 
explain Mr. Balfour's recent deciara- 
tion in favor of the free entry of 
wheat under tariff reform. Mr. Law 
says a two shilling duty would not be 
enough to increase the British wheat 
Production and the advantage to 
colonial free wheat would much more 
than counterbalance the loss in re- 
venue. In a short time, the increase 
in the supply within the Empire would 
be so great as to cause the price to be 
regulated entirely by the free supply 
and be quite Independent of the duty 
on foreign wheat. 

The pronouncement continues: The 
increased prosperity in Canada and 
other Dominivns means their larger 
purchases of British goods, but wheat 
is the only foodstuff to be imported 
free of duty from the colonies. All 
other prodice would bear preferential 
duties. 

Mr. Law adds: “The exemption ap- 
plies only to wheat. It is made pre- 
cisely on the same principle as that 
on which the colonies now give us a 
preference. They have a free list for 
the United States, with duties on 
foreign products where they give us 
the advantage of the free list. This 
applies to articles ‘of which, in their 
opinion, it is not advantageous to at- 
tempt to encourage production at 
home,

Reno, Nev., June 22—Reno geta the 
big fight, but the headquarters of the 
divorce colony did not have a walk- 
over and as a few disappointed citizens 
of Goldfield remarked: ‘The distance 
and the long railroad haul beat us; we 
were on hand with the coin.”

CHINESE SAILORS WHO 
MUTINY WERE DROWNED 


Trying to Escape From Highland Mon- 
arch—The Refusal of Shore Leave 


While an Port, Because of Strict 
U. S. Regulations, Results in a 
Tragedy. 


Philadelphia, June 21—A mutiny on 
board the British steamship Highland 
Monarch, outward-bound for Auck- 
land, New Zealand, followed by a dash 
for liberty by a dozen Chinese mem- 
bers of the crew, rezuitcd in the 
drowning today of four and the nar- 
row cape of three others. The men 
rescued are in a police station, while 
those who did not get away from the 
ship are in irons on board the ship. 

The trouble started last night. The 
Highland Monarch had been lying in 
the Schuylkill river at Point Breeze, 
in the extreme southwestern part of 
the city, for three weeks, loading coal 
oll for New Zealand. As the United 
States immigration law puts a tine of 
$500 on the captain of a steamer for 
every Chinese member of a crew that 
escapes, the twenty Chinamen aboard 
were not permitted to leave the vessel, 
while the other twenty men in the 
crew, all Englishmen, were given lib- 
eral shore leave. 

Confinement Irksome, 

The confinement grew irksome, and 
as the ship was to sail today one of 
the Mongolians asked First Mate Bow- 
man te allow him a few hours on 
shore. Being refused, the Chinaman 
drew a knife and chased the first mate 
about the ship. The man was fin- 
ally tripped by a white member of 
the crew, and in falling cut himself. 
Hie was placed in irons, and an hour 
later nearly all the Chinese made a 
break for liberty. The Englishmen 
were on the watch, however, and a 

{hand-to-hand fight followed, which re- 
sulted in the Chinese being overcome 
and forced back on the ship. 

Assistance was summoned by Cap- 
tain Woods, and local police and spec- 
jal watchmen kept an all-night vigil. 
Nothing happened, 

Leaped Overboard. 

Shortly after 7 o'clock this morn- 
ing the Highland Monarch got under 
way, with the Chinese in the stoke- 
hole firing the boilers. Suddenly, as 
the steamship was passing through the 
draw at Penrose ferry bridge, a dozen 
Chinamen appeared above deck, and 
without an instant's hesitation seven 
of them leaped overboard, Captain 
Woods was on the bridge and saw the 
break for liberty.

THUNDER STORMS 
END HOT SPELL 


Rain At Last Has Brought Welcome 
Relief To Parched Districts 
of Manitoba 


Winnipeg, June 22—After the most 
prolonged and intense hot spell in the 
history of the Red River valley, a 
heavy thunder shower last night gave 
welcome relief, and in most of the dis- 
tricts suffering from the heat and 
drought reports show that from half 


to three-quarters of an inch of rain 
fell, 

Probably another twenty-four hours 
of similar conditions to those of the 
past few days would have destroyed 
the spring wheat plant over wide 
areas of Central and Southern Mani- 
toba, and relief has come none too 
s00n, 

A general feeling of optimism is to 
be noted today around the Grain ex- 
change, where yesterday the crop was 
almost despaired of. Undoubtedly the 
percentage of spring wheat and oats 
has suffered considerably in the dis- 
tricts affected, but these after all are 
probably but ® quarter to a sixth of 
the entire spring wheat country, as 
Western Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Northern Alberta have not been af- 
fected by the extreme heat of this 
section 

Reports from North Dakota con- 
tinue to be very pessimistic. It will 
be me days before the extent of 
the damage in this section can be as- 
certained. 

Halbrite, Sask., June 22—The in- 
tense heat yesterday ended in an elec- 
trical storm, accompanied by a gale 
which did much damage. A barn be- 
longing to Geo. Vogel was demolished 
“and other buildings were damaged. 


A blacksmith shop and livery barn 
at Bancroft, twenty miles southwest 
of here, were destroyed 

Much damage has been 
the hot winds to the late grain and 
moisture is needed to save the crop, 
Flax has suffered least of all. 

Rains Help Crops. 

Portage la Prairie, June 22.—The 
city and district was visited by a 
heavy downpour of rain last evening, 
but as far as can be learned little or 
no damage was done in the city, In 
the country the wind was exception- 
ally heavy and J. D. Leetins’ barn was 
blown down.

CANADA'S TRADE WILL 
REACH BILLION MARK 


In So Far as Doctrine and Form of 
Church Policy is Concerned it the 
Report of Co-operation Commission 
to World's Missionary Convention. 


Kdinburgh, June 21—The report of the 
commission on cooperation and the pro- 
motion of unity was presented to the 
world’s missionary conference today by 
its chairman, Sir Andrew H. Fraser, 
K.C., late Lieutenant-Governor of Ben- 
gal, 

The report said; “We shall never get 
everyone to agree regarding any eélabor- 
ate statement of doctrine or any one 
form of church policy. If we wait for 


this we must wait for ever. The unity 
toward which wa must strive, must be 
one which allows the largest possible 


room for diversity, 

“All that we ean hope to do ia to re- 
cognigze the essential unity underlying 
the differences’ of Western Chrietendom 


and to unite in free inter-communion 
the churches planted by the . different 
Christian bodies, reserving to each sec- 


tion the right to adhere to its own form 
of doctrine and policy 

“Whether we have regard to the un‘oa 
to the work- 
ing of schemes of co-operative effort, we 
believe that the real problem to be faced 


moral one,

of Regina, when he was ejected 
the conductor. The conductor, it 
appears, had called Dr. Knight, 
who was travelling on the same train, 
and asked him .if McKercher was 
drunk. On Dr. Knight replying that 
the man was sober ‘the conductor 
caught MeKercher by each shoulder, 
jerked him forward, then with his leg

result that McKercher fell and set- 
tled down on the track beside the 
train.” The tra then proceeded 
eastward, 

About half-an-hour after the eject-

THE MYSTERY-LAND OF 
CANADA’S FUR TRADE 


Visit of Rarl Grey to Hinterland Will 
Draw. Asiiie Vell—Romance of 
Early Daye—His Excellency Will 
Follow Old Fur Trai! Down Nelsgn 
River. ' 


The contemplated visit wf Earl Grey 
to the Hndson Bay territory will help 
to draw aside the veil from the last 
@reat mystery-land of the Canadian 
fiir trade. During the past few years 
interest in the Hudson Bay hae been 
steadily increasing, and the Governor- 
Genéral’s visit will turn the thoughts 


of many in the direction of that in- 
jand sea, ‘ 

The weet is becomi g comparatively 
thickly gettled, and consequently doe= 
not posséss mach fascination for thone 
adventurous . spirits in Whose veins 
rané the wich red pioneer blood — the 
bleed which tends towards the expan- 
on of a nation, In seeking a new 
country to conquer and civilize, these 
Mien are attracted by the lure of the 
Northland. They cast envions glatices to- 
ward the vast territory which, for 
two and a half centuries, has been the 
fur trader’s paradise, in which, wit 
unobstrusive gecrecy many thousan 
dollars’ worth of furs» are antually 
gathered together and ¢xported. To 
this day the Hudson Bay territory i¢ 
the land of romance in which travel 
is by means of canoe, York boat, pr dog 
team, and where the redman has not yet 
deteriorated into the samples seen herd- 
ed by a paternal government within 
the fixed limits of the reserve. But as 
civilization advanced over the Western 
plains an@ made them yield wheat in- 
stead of furs, so will it make Hudeon 
Bay prceduce its harvest of minerals — -# 
pulpweod, 

Three Hundred Whites, 

Although the eetttement of Hudson 
Bay may be eaid to have commenced 
with the establishment of Rupert’s 
Fort in 1668, the present white popu- 
latton of that immense district does not 
exceed ‘three hundred eouls, Even 
these are mainly a transefit popula- 
tion of fur traders and their families, 
The forts today are scarcely any 
Jarger than they were when the fur 
trade of this district was started, while 
the majority of them contain fewer 
white men ow ng to the fact that half- 
breeds and Indians have been trained 
to do work which at first had to be 
done by a staff of white laborers. Pur 
trede posts are the exception prov-ng a 
role in commere'al life, that the proe- 
perity of a place can be judged by its 
increase, for the smaller a fur trade 
center can be kept the more presperity 
it enjoys. 

It seems hardly possible that excep- 
ing the terriory immediately adjacent 
to the St. Lawrence this was the first 
part of Canada to be settled, so well 
have the fur traders been enabled to 
keep the country for themselves, 

When JEarl Grey leavis ~Norway 
House, at the head of lake Winnipeg, 
he will start on the old fur trade trail 
down . the. Nelson. River which, for 
over two centuries, was the principal 
traffic route between the West and 
Britain. Over Yhis route, all the sup- 
plies for the trade of what was then 
known as  Rupertsland were floated 
and carried into the country, even 
up to the time the Hudson’s Bay 
Company ceded their charter rights to 
the Canedian Government in 1869. 

There are many old fur trade em- 
ployees yet liv.ng beside the Manitoban 
lakes who formed part of the boat 
brigades which plied between Forts 
Garry and York, Lord Selkirk brought 
his ill-tated Red River colonists over 
the same portages and through the same 


waters that will be traversed by the 
vice-regal party; and except for some } 
slight stir caused by lumbering and 


fishing operations near the head of Lake 
Winnipeg, Earl Grey, as he follows the 
river, will lcok upon the same scenes 
at the present day that his noble prede- 
cessor did in 1812, Keep things as they 
are, is the motto of the fur country.

First Guns of Fight in Vermilion 

Fired in Home Town of Con- 55 
servative Candidate

Irma, Alta, June 21.~-The 


fellows’ Hall was corkfortably filled 
at the opening méeting tonight, of 
Premier Sifton’s campaign. H. 8. 


Armstrong presided. Chas, Stewart, 
MPP. for Sedgwick, was the first 
speaker. J. G Clark, the Conserva- 
tive candidate, was representé® by A. 


F. Ewing. Both parties were repre- 
sented in the audience, but the Pre- 
mier had splendidly the best of it, and 
the close of his sheech was marked by 
a hearty outburst of applause, ‘The 
meeting closed with the National An- 
them and cheers for Premier Sifton. 

Chas, Stewart, M.P.P. for Sedgwick, 
was the first speaker. He did not 
think the fight a very bitter or seri- 
ous one. The late government had 
been returned by a large majority, but 
a difference of opinion arose among 
the government supporters, and the 
Conservatives thought this a good time 
to go in and put the Grits out of 
business. In this he had no fault to 
find with the Conservatives, but the 
thought the effort should not be al- 
lowed to succeed. 

Deserving of Commendation. 

When some of the supporters of the 
government found that a bargain had 
been made with which they could not 
agree, and when the Jate government 
refused to rectify matters, they had 
suid so and voted aceording as they 
spoke. As the result of their refusal 
to support this bargain the men re- 
sponsible for,it could not longer con- 
tintie In office. In that he thought the 
Conservatives should pat them on the 
back if their idea was to promote 
good government. 

The government resigned and the 
Lieutenant-Governor had to call a 
new adviser. He chose Hon. A. T. 
Sifton, a man of good character, high 
ability, and broad legal knowledge. 
Had the last legislature contained such 
men as this the bargain would not 
have been made and the present trou- 
ble would not have resulted. 

Mr. Sifton had been commissioner 
of agriculture in the territorial gov- 
ernment and he had never heard, even 
from his opponents, that his manage- 
ment of the public affairs had not 
been capable and honest. 

He did not expect the premier to 
say what he would do about thé A. 
and G. W. bargain at this time, , or 
until the Royal Commission had re- 
ported. He was confident that the 
new premier would then make a set- 


tlement thoroughly satisfactory to the 


province, There might be in_ the 
om O0B8e two or™ three Liberals who 

would make trouble for the premier, 

but there were enough others to sup- 

port him in giving the province clean, 

honest and capable government, 

\ Clark’s Representative. 

A. I. Ewing spoke on behalf/of Mr. 
Clark. He reviewed the history of 
the province for the last couple of 
years from the Conservative stand- 
point, repeated the criticisms that 
have been levelled against the A. and 
G, W. bargain by the Insurgent-Lib- 
erals, and invited the electors to re- 
ward the men and the party who had 
frustrated the bargain by voting for 
the Conservative candidate. He held 
it unconstitutional that the legislature 
had not ween dissolved and emphas- 
ized that the government had not an- 
nounced their policy regarding the A. 
and G. W. bargain, He asked if he 
was to appeal in vain for the fran- 
chise.of his hearers tor thir neigh- 
bor and a farmer against the premier. 
There was no response. 

Premier's Effective Reply. 

The premier on rising expressed his 
gratitude at the confidence a majority 
of the members of the Legislature 
had shown in tendering him their sup- 
port in assuming the direction of af- 
fairs, He alluded to a pamphlet cir- 
culated in the constituency, persum- 
ably on behalf of Mr. Clark, and em- 
bodying the arguments of the oppon- 
ents in a series of questions. This he 
made the basis for a splendidly effec- 
tive speecu, warming at times to per- 
jods which drew applause and cheers 
from his hearers. Premier Rutherford 
had not been deposed. He had re- 
signed, Mr. Cross had not been re- 
jeeted by him. He had resigned. 
sryesmerof them were to his knowledge 
asked to do .so,. Mr, Marshall had 
not dropped from the cabinet because 
he was not a member of the gov- 
ernment Which made the bargain over 
which dissension arose, and because 
he had nét had a chance to'show what 
he coald do as Mihistér of Agricul- 
ture.

torney Generdl's department. He 
pointed out that in a previous case the 
police had got eviderice of violation of 
the Act and, when they asked per- 
mission to prosecute, a warning was 
sent to the offenders and the case had 
to be dropped.

SUFFRAGETTES AND 
ANTIS SEE PREMIER 


Asquith by Appointment Accords In- 
terview to Delegates from Both 
Suffragette an@ Anti-Suffragette 
Organizations—Would Make no 
Statement as to Cabinet's Attitude, 


London, June 21.—Boto suffragettes 
and anti-suffragettes had the Tong 
sought. chance Of Taying “their views 
Premier Asquith today. The 
suffragettes have dogged the footsteps 
of the premier for months in an ef- 
fort to attain what they gained today. 
Their final triumph was tinctured with 
bitterness that the antis, too, were 
present at the meeting which was by 
appointment. 

The premier told 
that he could make no definite state- 
ment as to the attitude of the cabinet 
on the question of votes for women.
